IN THE BILLIONS. 

Some idea of the immensity of the 
crops this year is shown by the latest 
government report, which indicates 
that corn will stop just short of 
three billion bushels. The oats crop, 
also the largest ever known, is about 
half that of corn in the number of 
bushels. The wheat crop is the fourth 
largest ever produced in the United 
States, but is 58,000,000 bushels short 
of the top record, according to gov- 
ernment estimates. Experts in the 
grain trade put the estimate much 
higher. 

The production of potatoes sets a 
new mark with 398,000,000 bushels, 
or 105,000,000 bushels more than iast 
year and $,000,000 bushels more than 
the record crop of 1904. 

The barley crop exceeds that of last 
year by 50,000,000 bushels, with the 
yield of hay stands forward with 25,- 
000,000 tons more than last year and 
2,000,000 tons more than ever before

EUROPE FARES ILL 
It is fortunate that the United 
States has such a surplus of every- 
thing, because Europe is facing a seri- 
ous crop shortage. For thirty days 
rain fell continuously in England and 
other countries during the 
Season, destroying the crops. There 
will be urgent need abroad for all the 
surplus this country has grown, and 
that means the driving of good bar- 
gains by American business men. 
A BOUND BASIS. 

General business has been undergo- 
ing a rather thorough and prolonged | 
liquidation and fundamentally is on 
a sound basis.to respond to the un- 
usual crop conditions. Naturally, this 
bears heavily on the money market at 
@ time when the crops must be cared 
for and marketed. Added to this is 
a congested railway condition that 
entails an unusual use of credit. Un- 
der these conditions, it is perfectly 
natural that the money market should 
experience some firm rates at a high- 
er level than has been reached thus 
far during the current year. Rail- 
roads will look to the East for 
finances they need so badly, while 
the western financiers will provide 
funds to move the crops.

With a certain strong European de, 
mand for American foodstuffs, it is 
doubtful if the tremendous crops will 
result in any material decrease in, 
prices. It is certain there will be no | 
lower price for beef cattle, at least for | 
a year, and prices of pork are not! 
likely to diminish much inside of | 
seven months. The reason for this 
is plain. There is a scarcity of cattle 
all over the United States and the 
supply of hogs that are marketable 
also is limited. Now that the farmers 
are overstocked with forage, they will 
stock their farms with, cattle and 
hogs and feed the corn, rather than 
market it at a reduced price. Thus 
the problem of bread and meat ad- 
justs itself. 

FROM THE ECONOMIST. 

The Economist, which views trade 
conditions with an accurate eye, calls 
attention to the danger of the im- 
mense crop production. In‘an edl- 
torial. warning to the country to go 
slow, it says farmers and merchants 
are banking too much in advance on 
the record crops. They are buying 
heavily and taking on obligations on 
the s.rength of crops that are not yet 
in’ the market and may experience 
many vicissitudes before they reach 
market—chiefiy, the lack of labor to 
harvest and the inability of the rail- 
-oads to get the crop to market. The 
Economist also considers it fortu- 
nate for the countrythataPresidentia] 
campaign is in progress during the 
year of bumper crops, as the un- 
settled condition of business due to 
the campaign will act as a sort of a 
brake on the country at a time when 
the boom would be a misfortune. 

A MILLER’'S VIEW. 

Bernard A. Eckhart, one of the 
largest western millers, speaking of 
conditions, said: 

“I belleve we are entering upon a 
period of the greatest prosperity in 
the history of the country. The new 
wealth from our agricultural re- 
sources is going to enlarge the coun- 
try’s purchasing power, give a new 
impetys to manufacturing, assure full 
empiéyment of labor and make con- 
ditions excellent for all. Merchants 
and manufacturers are already as 
busy as they can be and the outlook 
is wonderfully bright. A change of 
governmental policy might very easily 
undo much of what the big crops 
have brought and will bring us.”

IN DASH TO DEATH. 


Young Los Angeles Lawyer, Accompanied by Infatu- 
ated Woman Twice His Age, Drives Auto Off High 
Beach Cliff, Killing Both— Letters Left With Friend 
Bare Hearts’ Strange Secrets.

Love, with the threads crossed and 
recrossed in a wonderful blending of 
human passion, caused Folsom and 
his woman companion to end their 
lives, and yet it was not love for each 
other that led them to seek death, 
Folsom, according to letters left by 
him and the Bartee woman, was in- 
fatuated with Ethel Jones, a Los An- 
geles chorus gir! who lives at No. 808 
California street. Because she ha 
repulsed his suit he sought to die. The 
Bartee woman, in a letter which bareyg 
the innermost secrets of her! heart, 
shows that her love for the young 
lawyer Was so great that she tried to 
bring him and Ethel Jones together, 
and failing, decided te share his fate 


happiness and his certain end. 

An automobile party, made up of 
young National Guardsmen, who had 
been on a hunting trip, found the 
wreck of the automobile and _ the 
bodies at a sharp turn on the road up 
the pass. The machine had been run 
off the turn and lay seventy-five feet 
below. The machine was still smok- 
ing, as it had caught fire and burned. 
Beneath it lay Folsom. He was still 
alive but unconscious and bleeding. A 
few feet away, her dress badly 
scorched and singed, lay the corpse 
of the woman. 

Folsom’s unconscious form was 
carried to the roadway with difficulty 
and placed in the soldiers’ machine. 
They started with him on a rapid run 
to Santa Monica, but he died before 
they reached the long wharf. 

BARES HER HEART. 

Thelma Bartee, the dead woman, 
bared her heart to a friend of Fol- 
som’s, and this man last night pro- 
duced a letter that the woman had 
written to him a few days ago which 
shows that she was willing to die if 
she could shed but one ray of light 
in the pathway of the man she loved, 
but who loved another. 

The letter frankly states that the 
writer was old enough to be Folsom’'s 
mother and that she knew he loved 
Ethel

He frankly 
wrote her that he loved the Jones 
girl and that with her refusal of his 
affections he hated all women and in- 
tended to drink himself to death with 
absinthe. 

The rescue party found an empty 
absinthe bottle and several empty 
whisky bottles in the wreckage of 
the automobile. 

FOLSOM'S LETTER. 

Folsom, who for the past year, un- 
tila month ago, roomed at the home 
of Thomas Jones, father of Ethel 
Jones, and who had been working 
around the office of Ben Cohn,, former 
constable, wrote the following letter 
to Thelma Bartee: 
“Dear Thelma: 

“When I first met you I tried to be 
your friend. /I felt sorry for you. I 
did everything I could for you, but 
many and many a time I told you it 
could be nothing more than friend- 
ship and you seemed satisfied. And 
this is the way you have repaid me. 
Well, it was what I should have ex- 
pected from such as you.

Oklahoma Chief Justice Holds that 
a Parent Is Justified When in 
Good Faith He Kills Under Cir- 
cumstances Like Those in the 
Litchfield Case. 


OKLAHOMA CITY (Okia.)—Sept. 
21.—[ Exclusive Dispatch. ] “The 
father who kills in defense of his. 
daughter's honor will receive protec- 
tion and not punishment in Okla- 
homa,” were the words of the Chief 
Justice of the Criminal Court of Ap- 
peals today when he reversed the five- 
year sentence imposed upon C. M.| 
Litchfield, who killed Bil! Collins, a 
prominent Democratic politician, in. 
the act of attacking his daughter. 

Collins went with Litchfield's 
daughter, Willie, 16 years old, to a 
lake on the edge of Winnewood, 
Okla., and her tather, pursuing, fired 
and killed Collins. 

Litchfield was charged with mur- 
der and the lower court imposed a 
five-year sentence upon him. In re- 
versing the jury sentence, the Chief 
Justice said: 

“The father has the right to defend 
his daughter and he may do this im- 
mediately, with the most effective 
means at his command, and if he kitis 
her assafiant, the law will hold him 
guiltiess, even through it may aft- 
erwards turn out that he might have 
prevented the offense b yuse of some 
other means, provided only that the 
father acts in good faith and upon 
reasonable appearances of imminent 
danger to his daughter.

portance, and, to that end, anbscribes, 
and will endeavor by these resolutions 
and by correspondence and added 
communications, to persuade the 
owners and builders of Riverside.”

Spirit that Never Falters Shown by Plucky Losers, 
Who Will Likely Be Gainers—New Amusement Cen- 
ter to Be Dressed Up by Christmas — Realty Values 


Up Even in Burned District. 


“CITY OF NIGHT,” 
A $4,000,900 and bulilt upon the 

shores of the Pacific Ocean in @ 
spot which has been characterized 
as one of the finest beaches tn the 
world, is springing up within sight 
of Los Angeles. 

The advent of this business and 
pleasure city, which in a way is al- 
most as remarkable as that of the 
fabled Phoentx which arose from its 
own ashes, is a living egample of one 
of the most wonderful feats of man 
the bullder, as it is materializing on 
a spot which only a few weeks ago 
was a long stretch of smoldering 
ruins of pfoperty worth millions of 
dollars. 

Ocean Park, the destroved. is being 
rebuilt. More than 1000 men, mostly 
laborers, are busy clearing away the 
debris of the big fire which swept 
through the amusement resorts, car- 
rying away the very heart of the sea- 
shore resort. 

At least 5000 persons are inter- 
ested, financialiy, directiy or indirect- 
ly, in the rebuilding of the watering 
place, and the brains and millions of 
half a dozen well-known capitalists 
of Southern California are being ex- 
pended to make Ocean Park the 
model among all the great ocean 
“playgrounds” in the United States. 

The rebuilding was virtually planned 
in a night, and the planning was done 
even while the fire. was licking up the 
belongings of the hundreds of per- 
sons Who owned property and ran 
concessions at the beach. The flames 
had not died out before a start was 
made toward a more costly, substan- 
tial and handsome center. 

BEFORE CHRISTMAS. 

Before Christmas there will be, it 
is conservatively estimated, more than 
$1,200,000 worth of new buildings 
and amusement places bullt and in 
full swing. Fraser's pier will be 
completed, it is stated.

Defense of Solicitor Held for Em- 

hezzlement — Surrenders Sixteen 

Thousand to Postmaster. 

Chesley R. Graves, solicitor on the 
Examiner, was held in $2000 bonds 
vesterday by United States Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke, on a complaint 
charging him with having embezzied 
20 from the monev-order funds in 
the postoffice at Magill, Mev., July 
19, 1911. He will be tried In Nevada.

Kezanzides, a Greek employed in the 
emelting works at Magtl!. "The 
plaining witness had purchased a 
money order for $65, but the return 
was made to the Magill office by 
Graves for $35, and -the complaint ts 
based on the discrepancy.

HIS TERMS ARE REJECTED. 


.Man Who Proposes to Plead Guilty 
to Violation of Employment Law 

Turned Down by Prosecution. 

Fred Osborne, proprietor of the New 
York School of Acting, an alleged sub- 
siduary of Brand's Advanced Motion 
Picture Company, arrested Thursday 
«n @ complaint sworn to by Agent 
Egan of the State Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, charging him with viola- 
tion of the State employment agency 
law in having taken a fee without hav- 
ing a position.for the applicant, ap- 
peared in’ court with his counsel yes- 
terday and asked Police Judge Wil- 
liams for a suspended sentence in ex- 
change for a plea of guilty. 

“MY. Osborne's wife is wholly de- 
pendent on him, and is in a starving 
condition,” the attorney declared. 

“Our office will object to a suspend- 
eG sentence follow ing a plea of guilty,’ 
replied Egan. “I'm prepared to make 
a counter proposition. We shall in- 
6st first that Mr. Osborne make com- 
plete restitution to every member of 
his school. This done, we will con- 
fent to 4 plea of guilty, but at the 
same time will recommend that his 
license be revoked.’ 

It was intimated by Egan that H. J. 
Brand, No. 635% South Hill street, 
has about $15,000 in his possession 
and that Osborne lays cleaim to a 
portion.

When William Brady died at the 
Abbotsford Inn., October 28, 1909, 
a search for his heirs was made and 
diligentiy pursued without success 
until this week, when a daughter re- 
siding at Stockton, Il), and a gon 
and daughter living In Pennsylvania 
have been heard from. The estate, 
worth about $54.060, is tn the hands 
of the Public Administrator, who was 
on the point of asking the court for 
its distribution to the County 
Treasurer. 

The Illinois heir is said to be Mrs. 
William T. Blair, who first learned 
that her father died in this city 
through a newspaper clipping sent 


her by a friend. Mrs. Blair wrote At-, 


torney Chamberlain, stating that her 
father left Stockton fifteen years ago, 
since which time she had heard noth- 
ing of him. 

She asserts she has 
and other details of his life, and she 
asks Chamberlain to send a photo- 
graph of Brady and other details for 
identificatibn. Chambertain has asked 
Mrs. Blair to forward her records and 
will represent her in the fight to ob- 
fin her share of the estate. 

Brady, it appears, was a botanist 
and secretive about his former life. 
He passed a great deal of his time in 
Southern California, studying plant 
life. After his death securities were 
found worth approximately $50,000. 
In running down his history it was 
learned he was the founder of a 
foundling institution In New  £York. 
He appears to have attended school 
at Lamoille, and was a professor 
at a school in Marseilles. Among his 
effects letters were found from former 
pupils. 

Mrs. Anna J. Robinson, No. 7686 
Rose avenue, Long Beach, believes 
Wiiitlam Brady, her brother-in-law, of 
Allegheny, Pa.. is the only son of 
the botanist. While on a visit to her 
sister in Allegheny the latter, she as- 
serts, told her many incidents In the 
life of the elder Brady.

Senate Committee Balked; 
No Prosecution. 


Men Wanted Are Known, but| « 


Will Not Talk. 


Will 


Believed Assurances 
Bring Results. 


With complete knowledge of the 
identity of witnes#es capable of dl- 
vulging valuable information concern: 
ing the Mexican situation, the Senate 
Committee now in session in Los An- 
geles iw confronted with the alterna- 
tive of abandoning the inquiry or 
virtually granting immunity to per- 
sons agreeing to tell the facts as they 
exist. Frustrated In their attempts to 
get at the truth of the matter from 
volunteer witnesses, the members of 
the committee have decided to make 
known to valuable witnesses the fact 
that their testimony will not be used 
againet them or for any punitive pur- 
poses. 

Senators Fall and Smith, who have 
been engaged now for a week in at- 
tempting to get at material! facts from 
witnesses in and about this city, ad- 
mitted resterday that in a large meas- 
ure these efferts hare been wasted. 
Secret service agents, working in con- 
junction with the committee, have 
learned the names of persons who 
can give the desired information if 
they will, but so far these men have 
not appeared or been questioned by 
the members of the committee. 

Following a conference yeaterday 
with persons credited with being fa- 
miliar with interior Mexican affaire, 
the investigating Benators decided not 
to issue peremptory subpoenas until 
all other. means of persuasion have 
been exhausted. The opinion appeared 
to prevail that if the Mexican and 
American business Orme and _§indi- 
viduals who have inside information 
em the subject in hand, were made to 
understand that their testimony 
would not be used in prosecutions 
against them, the chances for obtain- 
ing the desired information would 

ten materially. 
VIRTUALLY BALKED. 

In his enite at the Alxeandria, 
Benator Smith talked of the almost 
fruitiess efforts of the cemmittee to 
get at facts in this investigation ma- 
terial to the purpose for which it is 
to be used. 

“Is it a fact, Senator.” he was 
asked, ‘that the committee has been 
virtually balked in its effort to get 
the desired information from wit- 
nesses, during the series of inquiries 
in Los Angeles?” 

“That is true to a large extent,” 
wag the answer, “but most of the per- 
somes talked to here have been volun- 
teer witnesses and you are not al- 
ways able to get the very best in- 
formation from them.” 

“The secret service men, detailed te 
work in connection with your in- 
quiry, have been enabled, have they 
not, to learn the identity of the men 
capable of giving you the informa- 
tion you desire?” 

“Yes, but there has been a decided 
hesitancy on the part of these men 
about testifying. Such people, as you 
page. must be handled diplomatical- 
y. 

“Do you not find it true, Senator. 
that many of these men are loath to 
give the information because of pos- 
sible incrimination?”’ 

“Well, that question has entered 
into consideration. We have not felt 
it necessary im the past to enter into 
a discussion of our motives except in 
@ general way.” 

“The apparent reluctance, however, 
of these men, probably will make it 
necessary for you te make your in- 
tentions clear in that respect. Is that 


not true?” 
NOT FOR PROSECUTION. 

“We have considered thet phase of 
the situation, and have decided. where 
there is any apprehension on that 
score, to make it clear that the United 
States government is not ordering this 
inquiry made for the purpose of gath- 
ering evidence against individuals or 
companies for the purpose of prose- 
eution, It will be made clear to them 
that the Senate wants the real facts 
in order to be able intelligently to 
act on possile future legislation, 
where the question of outside aid for 
revolutions in Mexico and Cuba enters 
inte the consideration.” 
“Then as a matter of fact, you do 
not consider the information you have 
gleaned up to the present time, in 
this city, has been exactly what you 
what?" 

“Well, we have learned some things 
of value. For instance, we know that 
millions of rounds of ammunition have 
been furnished the Mexican revoivu- 
tionists from sources on this side of 
the lime. That is what we are after 
primarily—the sources. The princi- 
pal men we want to talk to, though, 
have not yet been before the com. 
mittee.” 

“When do you anticipate that you 
will get in touch with these men who 
hold the key to the situation, so far 
as the present investigation is con- 
eerned ?"’ 

NOT RUSHING. 

“That is impossible to say with cer- 
tainty. Senator Fal) has been hand- 
ling most of the negotiations with the 
Mexicans. I have devoted the great- 
er portion of my time to Americans. 
fenator Fall knows these aliens better 
than I, and we want to use every 
courtesy in dealing with them. It wil! 
mot do to seem to rush them.” 

“Have you made any definite ar- 
Tangements, Senator, with any per- 
sous of importance, to appear before 
your committee, under the agreement 
or understanding that information di- 
vulged will not be used to further a 
prosecution?” 

“We have, in a sense. We are in 
touch with a number of persons who 
we know can furnish the information 
we want, and expect to talk with 
some of them Monday. We are try- 
ing to be patient, but this tnforma- 
tion must be forthcoming and any 
attempt to evade us will be futile for 
imperative summons in that event wil! 
be issued from Washington.” 

“Do you believe, Senator, that fear 
of possible after-eecta has deterred 
important witnesses from appearing 
before you up to this time?’ 

“That. we do not care to go into. 
Many of these men to whom we desire 
to talk are old men prone to become 
easily excited, and we must use catu- 
tion In @pproaching them. One thing 
is certain, however, and that is that

That Open for Filing Tomorrow tn 

the Imperial Valley Already Taken 

up by Settlers. 

Persons on the lookeut for govern- 
ment land should not lay the flatter- 
lg unction to their souls that there 
will be a grand opportunity to get a 
ranch tomorrow at the local land of- 
fice, when under an order issued bv 
the Secretary of te Interior four 
townships located tn the north end of 
the Imperial Valley, northwest. of 
Mrawley and fm the vicinity of the 
Salton Sen, will be opened to fling. 
The same land was open to settlement 
August 23, and scores of entrymen 
have rushéd {nto the valley. 

Following the act of Congress of 
June 17, 1902, the land was withdrawn 
from pullie entry April 16, 1909." Pre- 
‘ions to the passage of the act upon 
reports of government engineers set- 
ting forth the feasibility of the proj- 
eet, four townships were withdrawn 
to be ueed for a series of canals car- 
rving the water from the Colorade 
River Into the territory for trrigation

i been settied on, and as a matter of 


fact but little of It wae affected by the 


order. 


Subsequent investigations showed 


that the project was not tenable for 
the time being, on account of Its cost 
and the inability ta get Congress inter. 
ceted. It was then concluded that if

rial Valley Water Company.

AFTER-BATTLE SERVANT. 


DPistingvishe Surgeon of the Civil 
War Tives Here—His Services Im- 
portant as Those Who Fought. 

A man of remarkable experience in 
the Civil War who escaped all no- 
toriety during@the recent encampment 
ef the Grand Army of the Republic 
is Dr. Pudlev W. Stewart. who owns 
a valuable business block at Ninth 
and Hoover streets and has lived here 
twenty of his twenty-five vears in 
California. 

One of the voungest surgeons in the 
army, Dr. Stewart was also one of 
the most distinguished. He was in 
Mercy Pospital, Chicago. when the 
firet call came for troops. and al- 
thoughionly 2% vears of age. he was 
recommended by the State Medical 
Board for the work of organizing the 
hospitels of ‘amp Butler at Spring- 
field, where the ten original (linois 
regiments were first mobilized. The 
manner tn which he brought order 
eut of the hospital chaos speedily won 
the confidence of the staff. When he 
arrived he found cases of typhoid, 
measics end infuries occupying the 
same ward and his first work was to 
fet his patients properly separated. 
He also found that not one of the six 
surgeons in camp had any idea of 
discipline or hospital order, and he 
sent all to their quarters and hunted- 
through the entire division until he 
found a private in the ranks who had 
had actua! hospital exSerience. With 
thie man he was-able to do the work 
of a dozen wntrained men, and the 
other surgeons took the cue and soon 
farmed a fine working staff. 

_ When the troops went to the field 
Dr. Stewart accepted the title of as- 
sistant surgeon. After a few weeks 
with the Thirty-eighth Illinois he was 
piaced in charge of the post at Pilot 
Knob, Mo. Later, he was the sur- 
geon in charge of one division of the 
Neild after the Battle of Corinth. There 
the dead and wounded completely 
Milled a cotton depot 500 feet long.

” Poday, Nietzsche is the strongest influence 
fm our thought His entire works (in 
eighteen fat volumes) have been adequately 
translated into the vulgate by scholars; 
and numerous intelligent men and women 
have written introductory essays and books 
for the purpose of explaining this philoe 
opher of the super-man to a people, whe, 
despite all their platitudes and hypocrisies, 
have many temperamental affinities with 
this great German thinker. 

So keen has been the interest in America 
regarding Nietzsche's work, and so 
adequate have been these desultory and um 
official translations made previous to .the 


translation of the new authorized, complete | 


edition of Nietzsche, that people heretofore, 
even with the best intentions, have been 
anable to trace consistently the develop 
ment of this philosopher’s thought. The ma 
jority of Americans know Nietzsche only 
through his book, “Thus Spake Zarathus 
tra;” but a certain amount of reading and 
preparation is necessary for one to under 
stand this work. It is a difficult book to 
read, and a far more difficult one to under. 
stand unless one has followed the phile-| 
sophical steps which led up to it. And it 
is with that in mind that I have undertaken 


the task (now possible for the first time) | 


of suggesting a method of reading Nietzsche. 

“Human, All-TooHuman”—the first part 
published in 1878; the second, called Mis- 
cellancous Maxims and Opinions, in 1879;

Only in 
directly and desultorily had his opinions 
been heretofore voiced. His analysis of 
history, his criticisms of ancient and modern 
thought, had actually pried away the super- 
ficial manifestations of existence and given 
him that insight into the undercurrents of 
causation which was later to inspire him 
in his work. 

Nietzsche realized the necessity of de 
stroying the universe before an understand- 
ing of it was possible. And so the two 
volumes of “Human, All-TooHuman” are 
almost entirely destructive. In this work 
we have Nietzsche the trail-blazer; the in- 
cendiary; the idol-emasher; the supreme 
pessimist; the devastater of the world. 
One by one, the doctrines and tenets 
strengthened by the accumulative accept- 
ance of centuries go down before his biud- 
geon. The universe of reality, piece by 
piece, is neutralized through his analyses. 
Every human transaction, every phase of 
human hope and aspiration, is reduced to 
negation. Nietzsche, at his birth as a 
thinker, presents himself as the arch nihil- 
ist. 

This ruthless clearing away 
values was necessary for the books which 
were to come. Already he had outlined in 
his mind the constructive works which 
were to come later, although in reading this 
first definite contribution to his philosophy 
one finds but little indication—and that 
little only obscurely hinted at—of that trans 
valuation of values which was to follow 
the devaluation. 

We have no hint, in “Human, All-Too- 
Human,” of the doctrine of the super-man. 
Evolution beyond the present is mentioned 
but indirectly. The future, to this destruc 
tive Nietzsche, is non-existent. His eyes 
are continually turned toward the past; and 
they shift no further than the present. Only 
through implication is the Hellenic ideal 
voiced. Greek culture is used as a means 
of comparison, or as an arbitrary premise 
of his dialectic. The doét¥Fine of eternal 
recurrence which was to form one of the 
bases of “Thus Spake Zarathustra” is not

intimate frienda. For there were not suf- 
ficient indications in his earlier writings tor 
one to predict so devastating and terrible 
an arraignment as this work. Not only in 
thought but in form was it a departure from 
all else he had written. The conventional 
essay had been abrogated for an aphoristic 
style. Here we find a series of paragraphs, 
varying in length from a few lines to a page 
or more, each dealing with a separate, and 
syliogistically detached, idea. This form 
gives the effect of a man felling a giant tree 
with a thousand blows of an ax, as in con- 
tradistinction to the gradual and continous 
method of sawing it down. 

Despite its destructive qualities, the man | 
ner of this work is calm. It is, as a whole, 
an excellent example of those writings 
which Nietzsche himself has called Apol 
lonian. At times one even feels a tenta- 
tiveness in its utterings, not unlike the steps 
of a man might. take in a region he knows 
to be full.of quicksands. In,this regard, it 
is interesting to note how a certain in- 
security at the beginning of the work, which 
manifests itself in ultra-obscure passagea, 
later gives way to a clarity and humor in- 
dicative of an almost wanton temerity. 

A multiplicity of themes comes under 


only is there a great deal of abstract reason- 
ing, but also a vast amount of brilliant 
and incisive criticism of men and art 
Ancient and modern philosophers, novelists, 
poets, musicians, dramatists, as well as 
theories of art, literature and music, here 
fall under Nietzsche's careful and acute 
analysis. There are passages of startling 
poetry interpolated between paragraphs of 
cynical and destructive research. Nietzsche 
is here the scholar, the philologist, the his 
torian, the scientist. The amount of 
knowledge of things in nearly every line 
of human endeavor is astonishing. In his 
most elaborate processes of ratiocination 
he is always capable of adhering to authen- 
ticated facts. He never sidesteps tnto the 
purely metaphysical, or denies the exis 
tence of corporeality once it has been as- 
sumed as.a hypothesis. He breaks, once 
and for all, with the verbalistic bats, the 
word-jugglera, the spiritual hasheesh-emok- 
ers and betelchewers. Denying all reason, 
he is always scrupulously reasonable. |

organisms. 
Is it unpleasant? Perhaps. Is it : 
patho. 
logical? Perhaps. Does it preach a pious 


moral of uplift? It does not. But these 
facts do not imply morbidity. The coddlers 
of life are forever labelling unpleasanthess 
morbid.” If this were s0, half of life 
would be morbid. Mr. Maxwell has adhered 
strictly, so far as I can see, to the verities 
of pathology. He has not attempted to in- 
ject his ideas, his ethies, or his prejudices 
into this life story of Leonard Calcraft: 
He has merely shown us the inevitable re- 
sults which follow when a man —even the 
strongest and most high principled of men, 
such as Calcraft was—swathes his soul in 
cotton wool. 

At the opening of the book we find 
“Lennie,” at the age of 85, caring for an 
invalid father. It is no enviable task that 
the young man has. The father is crabbed, 
irascible, carping. But during his nurse 
ship, Lennie enjoys a luxurious life. All 
of his brute needs are satisfied. He is “well 
of.” It is Mr. Maxwell's task to show the 
disintegrating effect of this pampered and 
comfortable existence. One by one, the 
young man’s ambitions drop from him. He 
settles more and more into the rut. His 
morais atrophy; his brain becomes in- 
active; he drifts with the tide. 

Two women enter his life, but he does 
not bring himself to marry either. He ig 
too weak to refuse the first one outright, 
and too comfortable to marry her. The 
other woman, a widow, kills herself. Those 
who know Lennie think perhaps the death 
of his father will be a turning point—that 
he will regain his early fortitude. But in- 
stead he settles in bachelor apartments in 
London and lives a laggard life of indolence. 
Then his mental faculties begin to deterior 
ate. The symptoms of brain softening set 
in, and we take leave of him in an asylum, 
babbling and broken.

Hauptmann has been meanly done 
out of $50,000. He lately got a letter from 
a firm of lawyers announcing that a lady 
mamed Herzog, who was unknown to him, 
had left him a $50,000 legacy. Before ae 
had time to reply there arrived a second 
letter saying that the first letter was a 
“mistake, as the $50,000 was intended for 
another man of the same name. 

Grand Duke Ernst Ludwig of Hesse is 
one of Europe's crowned authors. The 
Grand Duke fs a son of the “Princess Alice,” 
the favorite daughter of Queen Victoria of 
England. He is a first cousin of the Kaiser 
and of King George, and a brother-in-law 
of the Czar and of Prince Henry of Prussia. 
He has published under the initials “E.L.H.” 
a poem dealing with a Rhine legend. The 
Grand Duke has also written a fairy-tale 
play which, under a pseudonym, was pro- 
duced at Darmstadt Court Theater. 

The students of Bonn have taken up 
arms against the plan to erect a worthy 
monnment to Heinrich Heine, German's 
greatest lyrical poet. It is thirty years 
since the now veteran novelist Paul Heyse 
started this plan. Since then, Duesseldorf. 
Mayence and Hamburg all have had the idea 
of erecting monuments to Heine. Yet 
Heine, though he has a monument in Bronx 
Park, New York, bas none in Germany. The 
obstacle is the opposition of Kaiser W')l- 
helm, the court, and the Conservatives to 
Heine as a Francophile freethinker, and 
insulter of the Hohenzollerns. To progres- 
sive Germans Heine is a hero: and the at- 

tempts to give him a memorial usually lead 
to feuds between political parties. 

The aristocratic students of Bonn invari- 
ably lead the anti-Heitne demonstrations. At 
present the Borussians, the stndent corps 
of which Kaiser Wilhelm is chief, threaten 
to march to the offending town, and kick 
the Heine monument into the dust. It was 
such a threat which frightened ovt of its 
plan the city of Duesseldorf when it first 
projected a monument. Heine shortly be- 
fore his death wrote to his brother predict- 
ing that Duesseldorf would some day put 
up a statue to him. 

At Freiburg has been issued the Auto 
biography of Karl May, the robber-novelist, 
who died a few months ago after a sensa- 
tional series of libel actions. May, though 
unknown abroad, was the most popular 
author Germany has produced. Thirty of 
his works of adventure and travel (all 
fakes, for he had never traveled) sold abour 
seven million copies. At the height of May's 
fame an enemy exposed the fact that he 
had spent his youth as a robber and jatl- 
bird. In his autobiography May admits his 
offenses: and describes his exploits as hich- 
way robber in the Saxon forests. He says 
that he planned to write his wonderful 
“travel books,” while in jail undergoing a 
sentence of four years’ penal servitude for 
robbery and arson. 

The turbulent Albanians have found a new 
poet to inspire them to fight the Turks. 
His name is Ila Achimen; and he has 
printed fim the Albanian language two fine 
books of verse. One of the books figures 
in the Turco-Albanian quarrel. The Turks 
attempted to make the Albanians print 
their books in the Turkish (i.e. Arabic) 
character. Ila Achimen refused, and 
printed it in Latin letters, The Turks seized 
the volumes. Ilia Achimen is a raw movun- 
taineer, six feet-four high, enormously fat, 
and nowise poetic to look on. However, 
native Albanian critics say he is a great 
poet; and it is not wise to differ from an 
Albanian critic. 

Germans are the greatest readers of 
books, particularly of books on political 
and social subjects. The Chemnitz Literary 
Society says that in 1911 there were issued 
from the press 11,500 serious works dealing 
with international affairs, home politics, 
armaments, and sociology. This ts inde- 
pendently of the vast official literature on 
these subjects. Most of the 11,500 are 
“brochures,” that is, shortish pamphlets. 
As a rule the German does not read serious 
articles in monthly reviews or magazines. 
He buys them separately as pamphlets, and 
keeps them. 

Count Witte has issued a new book under 
the title “On the Subject of Nationalism.” 
In his book he attacks bitterly the fashion- 
able form of Russian Nationalism, which 
was introduced by the late M. Stolypin. 
Witte is stated to be writing his memoirs, 
beginning with his youth as a minor railroad 
official, and ending with the Portsmouth 
Peace Conference and the Russian Revolu- 
tion. The memoirs will be published twenty 
years after his death, but not before 1940. 

A remarkable case of what Russians call 
“Literary Nietzscheanism” is reported from 
Moscow. A university student named Ryle 
yeff was accused of murdering his friend 
Yelagin. Yelagin was an ambitious poet.

Russians are following the example of 
Germans by attempting to clear their 
language of words borrowed from Western 
European countries. A meeting of literary 
men lately decided to start & Russian 
Language League similar to the German 
Language League, to make war on foreign- 
isms and to invent pure Russian equivalents 
for them. One of the chiefs of the move- 
ment ts the politician, Volodomiroff, who 
recently delivered a speech in the ae 


pressions of foreign origin. 

The illiterate peasants in the first and 
second Dumas had a craze for European 
political words; and one of them caused 
an uproar by using the word “prerogative” 
in the sense of “responsibility.” The Ger- 
man Language League which the Russians 
want to copy, has 30,000 members. It makes 
relenfless war on French menus, English 
sport terms, Italian music words, and popu- 
lar Americanisms. The Kaiser backs it up. 


The Putnams have in train for publication 
about the middle of September a new edition 
of “Love Poems of Three Centuries (1600- 
1900,)" compiled by Jessie F. O'Donnell, 
author ef “Heart Lyrics.” To cull the love 
poems from the poets of three centuries was 
no easy task, though unquestionably a labor 
of love. .The volume contains more than six 
hundred poems, representing nearly three 
hundred authors, and includes every phase 
of love, from the earliest limits of the pas- 
sion to the perfect consummation of the 
final heartbreak. Each poem and quotation 
is topically indexed. The compiler, herself 
a poet of no mean ability, has shown rare 
critical ability in the selection she has 
made.

Limits of Artesian Well Baatn tin 
Santa Clara County Are Extended 
by New Discovery. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN JOSE (Cal) Sept. 321.—I[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) A great “gusher” 
vf artesian water spouted up today 
on the 8 A. Wood ranch, near Moun- 
tain View, this county, when Wood 
was drilling a well.

Must Take “Eaam.” 


Civil Service Rules to Apply 
to All Appointees. 


City Frecholders Split on 


Municipal Fads. 


Every appointive officer of the mu- 
nicipal government from City Attor- 
ney and police judges to the lowliest 
street sweeper, will have to take otfvil 
service examinationa, if the people 
ratify the proposed new charter. Fven 
the city’s judicial officers were not ex- 
cepted by the city Board of Freehold- 
ers vesterday. 

“Under this provision vou will place 
your City Attorney where .he won't 
amount to a hill of beans, and no self- 
respecting attorney would take the 
job,” declared Commissioner Well- 
born after the vote had been. taken 
on the point of placing al! officers un- 
der civil service. He made a fight to 
exclude the City Attorney from this 
rule. Commissioner Locke wanted an 
exemption in the case of the police 
judges. Both propositions were voted 
down, although the commission did 
vote to retain im the charter a provi- 


sion that the City Attorney's salary 


shall be $6900 per year.

Foundations have bern set for 1956 
lighting standards, which were or- 
dered several weeks ago. Six miles 
of underground cable for this work 
has arrived and an equal amount is 
now on the way from the eastern fac- 
tory. The work of installing the cur- 
rent will be started at once. 
The lighting department has just 
closed the deal whereby the city takes 
over the lighting system in Verdugo 
canyon and Verdugo park. The pur- 
chase of this extension means that 
those being served In that section will 
receive electricity at the same rate as 
those living in the center of the city. 
In regard to the ornamental light- 
ing system being erected in the center 
of the city Lynch stated today that 
this system will be finished and lighted 
by October 1. During the past two 
weeks the work of erecting the large 
fron standards has been in progress. 
This system is costing about $12,000 
and will require $1900 per year for 
maintenance. 
In an endeavor to comply with the 
wishes of the local board of trustees 
the Pacific Light and Power Company 
is just finishing the work of taking 
down its overhead cables and poles on 
Broadway between Glendale avenue 
and Brand boulevard. The wires are 
now encased in an underground con- 
duit. The trustees have asked that all 
poles be taken from Broadway and 
the various companies are endeavor- 
Hing to comply with the request. 
A garbage collecting system has 
just been installed in this city. For 
months this question has been before 
the local board of trustees. Several 
methods have been tried, but have 
proved unsuccessful. Tiring of all 
other methods, the board has hired a 
man at $4.50 per day to collect the 
gar . The collections are made 
twice a week, uniform cans to be used 
by the residents.

Skyscraper Elevators, Purpdscly 
Overloaded, to Be Dropped Thir- 
teen Stories. 

A “drop for life” test of the ele- 
vators in the new thirteen-story sxy- 
scraper of the Los Angeles’ Invest- 
ment Company, at Eighth street and 
Broadway. is to be made carly the 
coming week. the superintendent of 
thie work having already received 
applications from three men who 
are willing to undertake the feat. 

The elevators are equipped with 
all o@® the latest eafety devices, most 
of them néver before used on the 
Pacific Coast.

WILL URGE NEW LAWS. 
For the purpose of considering the 
several important policies to be reec- 
ommended to the consideratian of the 
real-estate men of California at the 
eighth annual convention of the Call- 
fornia State Realty Federation, to be 
held in Los Angeles, October 10, 11 
and 12, the board of directors of the 
organization will hold a special meet- 
ing In San Franciseo, Saturday, Sep- 
tember 21, in the offices of Mabry Mc-' 
Mahan, the president. James G. Staf- 
ford of Los Angeles, executive secre- 
tary and the active director of the 
work of the State Realty Federation, 
will present his draft of the convention 
programme, and will report on the 
work being done by the several com- 
mittees. J. L. Craig of Stockton, chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee of 
the realty federation, will meet the dl-| 
rectors and outline the proposed State! 
realty license law, which, should it 
be passed, will, in the opinion of many 
prominent real-estate men, result in 
more protection for the investing pub- 
lic, and to the legitimate real-cstate 
agent. State legislation authorizing 
the State Comptroller to receive irrl- 
gation bonds as security for State and 
school funds also ts urged by Chatr- 
man Craig, and such a law has been 
drafted.

LEGISLATION 


Legislatures have selected for Sena- 
tors in any State in the Union with 
those whom the voters of that State 
have elected Governors, and you will 
find that, as a rule, the former have 
ranked higher both in intelligence and 
character. 

So much for the good. that this 
change will fail to accomplish. Now 
let us consider the harm that it may 
do. I read, a few months ago, not 
in an American but in an English pa- 
per, that if this change in the meth- 
od of electing Senators were made, it 
would not be fifty years before re- 
formers would be saying that it was 
unjust to have big New York rep- 
resented by only two Senators, and 
little Delaware also by two—that the 
Senators should represent population, 
not States; and if this so-called re- 
form were adopted then that feature 
in our Constitution which had been 
most commended by the publicists of 
Europe would be taken from it-—that 
the influence of the separate States 
as States would be lessened, that, as 
related to the central general govern- 
ment, they could no longer preserve 
the rights peculiar to the people of 
separate localities; and that this fact, 
in time, would inevitably lead to the 
disruption of our country. , 

There are other examples of the 
danger threatening our institutions 
on acéount of the half-baked, illy-con- 
sidered features of the Progressive 
programme. Take their present pri- 
mary law in this State. What could 
be more unwise than a measure 
‘framed in such a way as to render 
it illegal for a man who has once 
voted at a primary that has nom- 
inated, perhaps, a clearly dishonest 
candidate, to join with others in nom- 
inating, by petition, an honest man 
of the same party? What could be 
more unwise than to render it impos- 
sible—by intention at 
eighty or one hundred thousand in 
thisState to vote, at the next elec- 
tion, for a President, or a national 
policy, of thelr own choosing? These 
are the kinds of measures—-to say 
nothing of more vicious ones, like that

Sometimes One Worth Many Times 

Its Weight in Gold iy Secured. 

[London Answers:) It is only when, 
as now, the fly buzzer on the windew 
pane, that most people yearn for the 
depths of forests. But at no time of 
the year are those depths deserted for 
long by living human beings. 

In summer they are veritably happy 
hunting grounds for many botanists, 
egg collectors and other diligent 
snappers-up of generally unconsidered 
trifies. Even fungi are not neglected, 
Some men collect them for their own 
table and the proprietor of a Sehe 
restaurant roams Epping Forest in 
search of certain edible varieties, sub- 
sequently utilizing most of his harvest 
for flavoring purposes. 

The most potentially profitable for- 
est industry, however, is moth col- 
lecting, the season for which extends 
from May to September, though July 
and August are, perhaps, the best 
months for night moths. This distinc- 
tion is due to the possibility of catch- 
ing an ineect worth many times its 
weight in gold.

We are told everywhere 
that the building of public roads is 
what takes the men away from the 
railroad jobs. The shortage of labor 
is not because of any extraordinary 
demand created by extensions and tm- 
provements. It is difficult to keep even 
the regular section gangs up to their 
normal strength. Of course the short- 
age is felt all the more keenly when 
improvements are under way, and it 
has been a serious handicap in our 
third and fourth tracking this sum- 
mer.” 
Railroad Wages in United States and 
Abroad. 
The average daily compensation of 
railway employees of all classes for the 
year 1910 was in the United States, 
$2.23: in the United Kingdom, $1.05; 
excluding supplementary allowances 
negligibly affecting the average, it was 
in Prussia-Hesse $1 cents and ia 
Austria 89 cents. The lowest paid rail- 
way employee in the United States, 
thé ordinary trackman, receives @ 
greater compensation than many of 
the railway employees of France, even 
those of higher grades and with re- 
sponsible duties. The compensation 
of railway employees is from two to 
three times as high in the United 
States as in Italy. 
A recent report of the English 
Board of Trade on railway wages 
shows that the average weekly pay 
of enginemen in the United Kingdom 
in 1907 was $11.17; of firemen, $6.67. 
In the same year enginemen on Amer? 
ican railways received an average 
weekly compensation of $25.80, count- 
ing six days to the week and firemen 
$15.24. Recent returns make it clear 
that in 1912 enginemen and fi.,emen 
in the United States are compensated 
at rates of pay for specific runs that 
are two, three and four times as high 
as the corresponding rates on repre- 
sentative English railways.

If Railroads are Responsible to the 
Public Why Should Not Organized 
Labor Be the Same’? 

{The Mediator:] At the recent 
meeting of the engineers wage 4ar- 
bitration board at Manhattan Beach 
several addresses were made by high 
officials of eastern railways. Among 
other things Vice-President Stuart of 
the Erie Railroad said: 

“The power invested in labor 
leaders, with the absence of re- 
aponsibility, is alarming. While they 
have the vote and indorsement of 
the men they rep?fesent, yet the mov- 
ing spirit is the leader. In the past 
five years the cOmpany I represent 
has received five strike votes. The 
leader in charge claimed he had the 
power to stop the highways of the 
country and expressed his intention 
to exercise it; to appreciate the 
gravity of this situation, imagine any 
yother individual—a presi@ent of a 
railway, or its directors, assuming 
to stop the public highways for any 
reason and deprive forty to fifty mill- 
lions of citizens of the necessities of 
life. There is no law to cover the 
action or determine the responsibility 
of the labor leaders who possers this 
great power and who have repeatedly 
stated their intention to exercise it. 
The best teat of their power is for 
the general public to attempt to pase 
a Federal law to place responsibility 
upon organized labor engaged in iIn-

TRIKING is the most costly game 
S labor, union or otherwise, 

can play. win or lose. The enor- 
mous indirect losses by strikes can 
only be guessed at, but we know that 
they cost American labor fully $309,- 
000,000 in lost wages in the past twen- 
ty-five years, every dollar of which 
was lost as completely as if it had 
been bank bills burned up in a fur- 
nace. We also know that from Oc- 
tober 1, 1910, to September 20, 1911 
(see Gompers’s last annual report.) 
the unions affiliated with the Amer- 
jean Federation of Labor (Gompers| 
and company) paid out of the wages 
money of their members over $4,500,- 
000 for strike relief, though Gompers 
and company (see its annual report 
referred to) carefully refrained from 
paying out more than $4192 for the 
Same purpose, out of $360,000 of la- 
bor’s wages handled by it in that 
federation vear. In the previous fed- 
eration year the same get-rich-quick 
organization as carefully confined its 
“strike benefits” to $6484, out of about 
the same handling of wages money. 
We aleo know that practically futile 
strikes in Great Britain have cost 
hundreds upon hundreds of millions 
of dollars in the past two years.

No matter how the cost of these 
strikes is divided in the first instance, 
it is a fact that in the final analysis 
labor pays the entire bill in one way 
or another. 

Who else but labor paid for the 
great Debs railway strike in Chicago 
a few years ago’? Who else but labor 
paid for the recent textile strikes at 
Lawrence, Passaic, and New Bedford? 
Who else but labor paid for the just- 
abandoned furriers’ strike in New 
York City? Who else but labor paid 
for the silly hotel waiters’ strike in 
the same city? Who else but labor 
has paid for the futile strikes (most 
of which died an infant's death) of 
recent years in Los Angeles? Who 
else but labor has finally paid the 
cost of all the strikes which have ever 
occurred anywhere in this country or 
in any other country? In all strikes 
labor not only loses wages but, final- 
ly, pays all the other cost besidex. The 
strike-agitators don't pay a cent, but 
get their fet salaries and fat ex- 
pense accounts, win or lose. The fact 
is that strikes are brought about by 
these non-working agitators so as to 
insure these fat salaries and fat ex- 
pense accounts (doubtless padded to 
the limit.) while working union la- 
bor submits and pays. Pages upon 
paces might be written and printed on 
this subject, but all said and done, it 
is working labor, union and other- 
wise, which suffers the whole loss of 
strikes,. first, last, and all the time. 
Submitting to this costly despotism is 
labor’s—~-particularly union labor’s-— 
monumental folly—a folly which ts 
eosting it millions upon millions of 
dollars, year after year. And all for 
what? Practically for nothing. Even 
if a forced raise of wages is secured 
by a etrike (a very rare event) it is 
never a permanent raise. Wages de- 
pend upon the law of supply and de- 
mand, and the quality and quantity 
of the labor put forth. 

By reason of the strike this spring 
our output of anthracite coal this vear 
has fallen off and will be 8,000,000 
tons short of last year’s output. Many 
of the miners who stopped work April 
1 have not returned to their places. 
Each mine operator could find work 
for 100 to 200 more men. ‘Striking 
demoralizes any working force as 
strikers move away and among those 
who stay permanent idleness is be- 
gotten by the strike.

The only other wells located in 
close proximity to the south side of 
the Mt. Solomon anticline are those 
of the Folsom lease. Folsom No. 2 
will be recalied as one of the 
best wells in California. 

The new gusher looms up as a vast- 
ly important factor, not only in the 
figures of production for the Unton- 
Newlove people, but also to the Rice 
Ranch O11 Company, and the New 
Pennsylvania Petrcleum Company. 
The Newlove company has sites in the 
area for a half-dozen new wells, the 
Rice Ranch for a couple or more, the 
New Pennsylvania for four or five. 

Well No. 7 of the New Pennsylvania 
now looms up with vast importance, 
and will be the synosure of many eves 
for the next few months. This well 
is located only 450 feet to the north 
of Newlove No. 21, and is now 2500 
feet deep, with the eight-inch casing, 
and going along without a hitch. It 
is generally conceded by local experts 
that New Pennsylvania No. 7 is going 
to be a big well, also that the Old 
Field is still far from being a back 
number. 

Another extremely important strilte 
was made this week, when the Brad- 
ley Canyon Oil Company. operating 
near Fugler’s Point, struck the sands 
at a depth of 1340 feet. Bome weeks 
ago The Times correspondent prog- 
nosticated a strike in the vicinity of 
1500 féet, and the prediction seems 
to have found verification in fact. As 
the hole has bridged over and no 
definite test has yet been made, the 
uctual importance of the strike can- 
not be accurately estimated. Before 
the well bridged over, however, there 

s a strong flow of oil and mud, in- 
termixed, with a strong pressure of 
gas coming up. A _ test of the oil 
showed it to be of light gravity— 
about 20 plus degrees, Baume. So 
important have some of the bigger oil 
men considered the strike that rumor 
has it that a number of new deals fur 
property in the vicinity are being pro- 
ruvigated, and it is certain that new 
development will soon begin. 

It seems certain that, should the 
Bradley Canyon well prove a success, 
the city of Santa Maria will before 
many years find a string of derricks 
in close vicinity to the incorporated 
area. For it is an authenticated ‘fact 
that anticlines in the big fields cf 
California run in a direction north- 
westerly and southeasterly. And the 
Bradley Canyon well is situate’ well 
along toward the southeasterly ex- 
tremity of the anticline. 

Still a third important strike has 
occurred in the vicinity of Casmalia, 
and upon the Arellanes ranch. This 
strike was made by the Olympia Oil 
Company upon the old lease of the 
Casmalia Land, Oll and Development 
Company. The latter company drilled 
a well, a couple of years ago, to a 
depth of 1800 feet, and got a produc- 
ticn of abouttwenty-five barrels daily 
of extremely heavy oil, almost tar. 
Deeming it impracticable commer- 
cially, they abandoned well and lease, 
both of which were recently taken 
over by the Olympia people. The new 
holders immediately deepened the old 
well. At a depth of 25090 feet anoth- 
er sand was encountered and the well 
is now flowing at the rate of 690 bar- 
rels daily. The product, which is 
about 11 degrees gravity, has been 
contracted for and is being delivered 
to the California Asphalt Company.

mined. In fact, it is said that even 
now some of the older producers are 
dropping off rapidly. 

Fullerton is next on the list, with 
an average of 112 barrels a day from 
272 wells. The long life of wells in 
this field owing to the thickness of 
the sand is well known. As a mat- 
ter of fact the sand here has never 
been fully penetrated. The drillers 
generally go into the sand &s far as 
possible, but have always been forced 
by gas pressure and oil to finish the 
well before going far into the “pay.” 

That Santa Maria is not on the 
decline is proved by the output of 
the wells in that field. The average 
is ninety-four Dbarrels a day from 
168 wells, which is very high, con- 
sidering the fact that most of the 
wells are from six to ten years old 
and also -tthat very few new wells 
have been drilled tm the old field for 
the past three or four years. 

The Sunset-Midway, while it pro- 
duces more oll by far than any other 
field in the State, and is also called 
the gusher field, ia fifth on the list, 
and shows only ninety-two barrels 
average per well a day, from 4317 
wells. Of course ninety-two barrels 
is good, but for the investor in stocks 
it is well to know that every pro- 
ducer in this field is not a millionaire 
maker. 

McKittrick’s average is eighty-five 
barrejs per day from 220 wells, but 
this large average is made up on 
} account of the Belridge pool, which 
is included in the McKittrick figures. 
These wells, like the Lost Hills 
wells, are shallow and start off big, 
but are likely to decline more rap- 
idly than those in deeper territory. 

The Coalinga wells show good stay- 
ing qualities, for many of them are 
eight and ten years old. The aver- 
age per well at present is sixty-one 
barrels per day. There are 855 pro- 
ducers in the field. . 

The most wonderful field in the 
State is Kern River. No exception- 
ally large well has ever been brought 
in there. The territory is not more 
than 1200 feet deep, the entire area 
of the fleld does not exceed four 
miles in any direction, and there 
have been probably. 2000 wells drilled 
in the district. Most of them are 
ten and twelve years old and stil! the 
field is putting out over § 1,000,000 
barrels of oil each month. There 
are now 1637 wells producing, with 
a @Gaily average per well of twenty- 
one barrels.

Standard’s Well Spouts Oil 


Over Derrick Top.

Considerable excitement was caused 
in the town of Lost Hills by the com- 
ing in of the Standard’s new well just 
udjacent to its boundaries.

The Standard's strike appears to be 
of great importance to the Lost Hillis 
district, as it opens up new territory, 
and demonstrates the existence of a 
new oil sand: deeper than has been 
estimated. The Standard passed 
through three oil formations in drill- 
ing the well, and had just entered a 
fourth when the well broke loose. 
This fourth sand lies beneath the 
brown shale, and the hole was drilled 
down to it because the upper strata 
did not cogee up to expectations.

Two hundred feet of perforated pipe 
has been brought to section twenty- 
two to be used in bringing in the 
jwell. The water has been cemented

New Developments. 
The United Oil Company ts now 
drilling three wells, which have been 
cemented to completion on section 20, 
31-23, in the Midway district.

Both samples are from 
narrow fissures in antimonial-silver, 
located near Terrazas, Chihuahua, 
Mex. It has been suggestod that the 
ecanary-color of sample No. 1 makes 
the sample carotite, the valuable 
tranium mineral, brt I await your 
classification. No, 2. I can only think 
that it is some variety of quartz in 
small crystals. E. Cc. lL. 
A.: Glad to hear from you. The 
canary-colored sample somewhut re- 
sembling a yellow mica, !s orpiment 
(tersulphide of arsenic.) Primary 
form a right rhomtic prism with a 
perfect cleavage ‘“parailel tv the 
longer axis and occurs in small crv- 
stals, but rarely.” Orpiment also oc- 
curs massive, foliated (like ‘our sam. 
ple,) columnar, disseminated, and 
sometimes reniform. Colcr “bright 
lemon-yellow passing into golden-yel- 
low.”" Of resinous luster, vut pearly 
on planes of cleavage. “Subtransparent 
or trunslucent only at the edges.” 
Sectile; streak yellow, and slightiy 
paler than the color of the mineral.” 
Thin laminaé obgained by cleavage; 
flexible but not eMstic; hardness 1.60; 
sp. er., 3.44. Chemical composition: 
Arsenic 61.86; sulphur 38.14, percent- 
ages, respectively. Orpiment dissolves 
in aqueous ammonia or in _  nitro- 
muriatic acid (aqua regia.) Orpl- 
ment is distinguished from suluhur by 
its foliated structure, and by the 
odor of garlic (arsenical fumes) given 
off when burning on charcoal. Orp!l- 
ment is artificially prepared now- 
adays, by subliming arsenious acid 
(ordinary arsenic of commerce,) with 
a small percentage of sulphur. 

As to sample No. 2. It ts well to 
remember that quartz is crystallized 
in hexagonal prisims, “sometimes 


terminated at both ends by six-sided 


pyramids,” and when crystallized only 
at one end you can nearly always 
count six pyramidal sides at the end, 
as it were. Under the miscroscope it 
is observed that your sample is In 
minute, square prisms, “whose solid 
angles are (sometimes) replaced by 
triangular planes, which, by a deeper 
replacement, assume the form of 
rhombic planes.” Color grayish- 
white; opaque (other samples are 
transparent,) with a shining luster on 
the lateral planes of the prism; and 
of pearly luster on the terminals. 
Streak white; brittle; of uneven frac- 
ture; becomes feebly electric by fric- 
fon; hardness 4.7. Sp.gcr., 2.3. 
Apophyliite (chemically,) carries 52 
per cent. silica; Iime 24.70; potash 
5.37; fluorine 1.20; and water 16.20 
per cent.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 26. — Q.; 
Herewith a sample of specular iron 
from a locality in Los Angeles county. 
Is there any element in the sample 
that would be detrimental in the 
smelting of iron? Fluxes are near at 
hand. Specifically: Is this a 
commercial grade of iron ore? é 


A.: The sample is not a good grade 
of iron ore. Phosphorus is present in 
the mass, and if the deposit is repre- 
sented by the sample iron manufac- 
tured from the ore whether by smelt- 
ing with fuel and flux, or electrical 
furnace, the product would be “cold 
short,” owing to the phosphorus con- 
tained, 


Zinkenite and Baryte. 
TENEPEA (Nev.) Aug. 27.—Q.: I 
am sending you by a friend and part- 
ner six samples from my claims, 
which are located forty-seven miles 
from railroad and twenty-three miles 


from Golconda. The country rock is< 


made up of granite, limestone, and 
porphry, and following the leads on 
the claims are several stringers.

1 sample is the wall (hanging,) and 
No. 2 is from the foot-wall, No. 3,

A.: Glad to hear from you. Sam- 
Ple No. 1 i8 a coarse pegmatite 
(graphic granite,) and No. 2 ig im- 
pure limestone, cement-rock, if you 
please. No. 3 is, in chemical formula, 
sulphantimonite of lead, and while it 
is known as Zinkenite, in mineralogy, 
it carries but a trace of zinc; in fact, 
no zinc value. Zinkenite occurs in 
“regular six-sided prisms, terminated 
by low six-sided pyramids.” Color 
steel-grap; opaque; of bright metallic 
luster; streak and color the same, and 
a peculiarity of the mineral crystals 
is that the faces of the prisms are 
often deeply striated longitudinally, 
while “those of the pyramids are un- 
even, but not furrowed.” The frac- 
ture of the mineral is uneven; it is 
3.5.. in hardness, and sp.gr., 6:30. 
“The crystals, which are aggregated in 
groups, and present a columnar com- 
position, occur on. massive variety 
of the same species in quartz. Their 
length often exceeds half an _ inch, 
their breadth two or three lines: but 
frequently they are extremely thin, 
and form fibrous masses.” 

Before the blowpipe zinkenite de- 
crepifates. A sample placed on char- 
coal .and the lamp-flame played on 
the mineral results in a fusion as low 
as gray-antimony (in the scale of 
fusibility,) and during fusion metallic 
globules are formed which are en- 
tirely volatilized; the charcoal, mean- 
while, being coated with white lead- 
oxide. The mineral (in reality ore.) 


| receives its name from the locality of 


its orignial find—dZinken, in the Harz, 
Germany. The approximate com- 
position of ore represented by the 
sample is: antimony, 44.39; lead, 
31.84; sulphur, 22.58; copper, 0.42, 
percentages as given. 

You are right on No. 4, it is baryte 
(barium sulphate.) No. 5, we classify 
this ore as hematite (iron peroxide,) 
with interspersed, sparingly through- 
eut the mass, phosphate of lime in 
microscopical crystals, and also known 
as apatite. The pebbles, four in 
number, contained in small muslin- 
sack, are scheelite (calcium tung- 
atate.) This scheelite is No. 6 


Lepidomelane. 

LOS OLIVOS (Cal.) Aug. 27.—Q.: 
I am a student trying hard to master 
chemistry and mineralogy, and one of 
the first obstacles that I have met 
with is: What kind of mineral does 
the sample belong to? I have tested 
it and have arrived at no definite con- 
clusion. It may be hornblende, tour- 
maline, pyroxene, etc., and I will thank 
you if you will give me a short de- 
scription of the mineral together with 
the test you use for identification of 
the mineral. F.8.8. 

A.: If you have not a small col- 
lection of the 120 mineral samples 
recommended by Prof. Dana it would 
be well. for you to obtain them. The 
sample is Lepidomelane, a variety of 
uniaxial mica, “occurring in small 
six-sided tables, or an aggregation of 
minute opaque, micaceous, crystalline 
scales, united in granulolaminar 
masses,”’ Basal cleavage perfect. 
raven-black in color. Of adaman- 
cent and leek-green;) the sample is 
Raven-black in color. Of adaman- 
tine-vitreous luster. Streak moun- 
tain-green. Brittle. Hardness, and 
specific gravity 3, each. The sample 
carries over 8.50 per cent. potash. 

In testing this mineral proceed as 
follows: Placea little of the powdered 
mineral in a test tube; pour ec.p., hy- 
drochloric acid over the sample in the 
tube—-enough acid to cover the po‘r- 
der by volume, ie., half-inch of pow- 
dered mineral is covered (on top) 
with half an inch of acid.

January 27, McNamara wrote to 6. 6. 
Hobart, inquiring about the Wiscon- 
sin Bridge Company's work at Clin- 
ton. He wanted to send a man there 
as soon as the work atarted, he sal, 
and he wanted a quick reply. The 
bridge was dynamited by Ortie Mc- 
Manigal on the night of Febru 16, 
little less than a month after Ryaa 
had called attention to it. 

On April 36, 1910, Ryen wrete to 
McNamara that he intended to send 
Webb up to Bethlehem to after 
work that McClintock & rehall 
were doing and algo to run down to 
Richmond and Norfolk end look 
after work there. He referred to the 
Peoria job and seid that he agreed 
with McNamara that it had better 
be left in the hands of Hockin. “I 
don’t mind epending a reasonable 
amount, in view of all the circum- 
stances,” he concluded. On May 1 
he wrote te McNamara, asking what 
Clancy has Gone or recommended in 
regard to organizing in Los Angeles, 
Cal. On June 7 McNamara wrote to 
Ryan eaying that Clancy was very 
anxious that Hockin be sent to Los 
Angeles but the board member had 
so many things to do thet he did 
not think tt advisable to send him 


letter on June 11 and said that he

McNamara was in charge of the 
correspondence of the organization 
and nearly all the letters that the 
government will submit as evidence 
of the conspiracy were written either 
by him or to him and these involve 
practically all of the members of the 
executive board and many others that 
were prominent in their home locals. 
ockin, board member at the 
time and now atting secretary, was, 
according to the letters, the mrost 
active among the @ynamiters, with 
the possible exception of Ortie Mc- 
Manigal, he would naturally be ex- 
pected to figure largely in the cor- 
respondence. In addition to this he 
is often referred to in letters top other 
members and always as a man who 
was very busy or who Would be sent 
to look after certain work. 

WILL HOCKIN PEACH? 

There has been an impression ¢ver 
since the Federal grand jury took up 
the investigation that Hockin was 
willing to testify for the government 
but that the District Attorney refused 
to guarantee immunity. It is known 
that he was present in the office 
when the government officers made 
their second raid in search of cor- 
respondence and it ts believed that 
he gave the pointer cn which the 
officers acted. He denies a willing- 
ness to confess and the District At 
torney, while denying nothing. re- 
fuses to discuss Hockin's relation to 
the evidence or admit that he will be 
used as a government witness. 

Late in March McNamara wrote to 
Paul Morrin of the 8t. Louis local, 
asking him about the beilding of a 
bridge at Mt. Vernon, Ill- What the 
reply was is not known but on April

“ Both the MeClinteck and 


the Jeffries jobs were <dynamited 
March 8, 1911. Letters also passed 
between Redfin and MéNamera re- 
garding the Heyl & Patterson job. 
This work was dynamited March 16, 
1911, the dam bel $60,000. 

A letter which recalls the dynamit- 
ing of the Los Angelés Times Build- 
ing is from O. A. Tveitmoe, inclosing 
a check for $300 “for money ad- 
vanced.” The letter expressed the 
hope that Santa Claus would be as 
generous with surprises as he had 
been In the Golden State, and it is 
clear that the reference here is to the 
Gynamiting of the Times Building, in 
which so many lives were cruelly sac- 
rificed. It was to Tveltmoe that Mc- 
Namara sent the Christmas present 
when he ordered the Liewellyn Iron 
Works destroyed. 

The letters, nearly 200 of which are 
fn the possession of the government, 
are from o1 about all the men indicted 
and the government is able to trace 
practically every job of dynamiting to 
an immediate or remote connection 
with them. In this connection the 
evidence of Ortie McManigal will be 
very tmportant, for it will show that 
he received instructions in harmony 
with the letters and that he carried 
out these instructions to the letter 
and received pay for them. It is not 
generally known, but McManigal! kept 
n of many of his conversations 
with McNamara and with Hockin, 
Webb and Young. and others. These 
ndtes show his expense account from 
place to place, his hotel] bilis, his 
meeting with the local agents and the 
instructions that he received from 
them. They make such a chain of 
evidence in connecticn with the let- 
ters that the government does not be- 
Heve it is possible not to secure con- 
victions. 

The jury from which the twelve men 
will be selected to try the dynamiters 
has been selected and will come from 
all parts of the State. It is composed 
of farmers and business men, and the 
list shows that there is not a man on 
it whose fitness can te questioned. 
Notwithstanding this, it has been scru- 
tinized very closely both by the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the attorneys for 
the defense, and it ts belleved that 
there will be some of the members of

STUDY OF FLY LIFE. 

Experiment to Determine How the 
Insects Survive the Winter and 


Method of Hibernation. 


{Washington Star:) Dr, Arthur L. 
Murray the Health Department, 
will conduct a series of experiments 
to .determine why certain members 
of the germ-spreading species ate 
able to hibernate during winter and 
on another season's popula- 
on. 

Much has been learned of the fly 
and its habits which has made ez- 
termination of the insects on a large 
scale possible, but, so far, scientists 
und sanitearians have been ufiable to 
explain why a limited number of the 
pests are able to live through cold 
weather. The only theory that has 
been advanced is that some of the in- 
sects are endowed with ler con- 
stitutions, but it is by mo means cer- 
tain that thig is the reason. 

The resuit of Dr. Murray's ex- 
periments will be awaited with in- 
terest by the scientific world. He 
will make both indoor and outdeor 
investigations. The claim has béen 
made that some filles manage to hi- 
bernate out of doors by seeking refuge 
in the ground, and Dr. urray will 
endeavor to ascertain whether such is 
the case. 

For the purpose of the experiment 


Dr. Murray Will construct le traps 
in which the insects will be kept for 
observation. Food will be tied 
the prisoners. The effect cold 


weather on them will be carefully 
observed, and the files that éurvive 
will be subjected to tests of every 
kind tn the hope that the reason of 
thetr ability to withetand the cold 
may be discovered. 

The experiment, if successful, may 
pave the way to complete eradication 
of files. The insects which compose 
each season's survival of the fittest

Uncle Sam’s test of motor-driven 
wehicles for use in collecting mails in 
Los Angeles has progressed ten -days, 
end already the iocal postofiice of- 
ficials are enthusiastic over the work 
performed. The two cars in use on 
the .test have demonstrated that the 
horse is a back number, and it will 
mot be surprising if the “hay burn- 
ers” are relegated to the past within 
@ month. 

One of the cars loaned to Post- 
master Harrison was donated by the 
Jocal branch of the Studebaker cor- 
poration. It is a regular Studebaker 
“20” of the delivery wagon type, and 
the only change made in cme car was 
to Install an electric light in the com- 
partment where the mail Dags are 
 gtored. 

So far the test has proved excep- 
tional, as the car has established a 
perfect score. Not only has it gone 
through without a= single stop for 
Mechanical trouble, but has also es 
caped that bane of all motorists— 


tire trouble. Frank Griebel, the 
Studebaker employee, selected to 


Mrive the machine during its thirty- 


day test, puts in his twelve hours 
every day at the wheel, and finds the 
work comparatively easy. 

“From what I hear, there isn’t a 
chance for the horse to stick,” said 
Griebel. “We have performed the 
work so much more efficiently, an@ 
with so much more dispatch, that the 
automobile has already demonstrated 
ite worth to Mr. Harrison and the 
other officials. The test on fuel con- 
sumption’ will also be in our favor, for 
when the car isn't working it doesn't 
eat, while the horseg formerly em- 
ployed had to have their hay and oats 
just the same.” 

The government test will be con- 
cluded itn less than three weeks. anda 
the result of the experiment sent to 
Washington for final decision. It is 
expected that before long the, Fed- 
eral departments will all employ au- 
tomobiles to the exclusion of horses, 
and that motor trucks will take the 
place of the heavy wagons now haul- 
ing mail to delivery and distributing 
points.

Both of these features can be 
well regulated under a properly-es- 
tablished system of game reserves. 

THE GAME REFUGES. 

To see what may be done with game 
upon reserves, let us turn our atten- 
tion to the national parks of this 
State. Many of the residents in that 
country claim that the ‘supply of 
game (deer especially) around the 
parks for fifteen or twenty miles is 
due to the outfiux from these reserves. 


nia is particularly in need of game 
reserves. Every county should have 
certain portions of its mountain lands 
set off as game reserves. These re- 


| tourists, of course, but not open for 
hunting. In many places it would be 
| best to have these areas set off in the 
_national forest reserves, though this 
‘is not at all necessary. In some cases 
ltt would ugdoubtedly be best for cer- 
‘tain cities to have their watersheds 
‘game reserves, rather than stock pas- 
| tures, or if stock be allowed to graze 
'there at all, only in small numbers. 
Without a doubt this would be condu- 
cive to a better supply and a better 
quality of water, as game would not 
deplete the ground of so much vege- 
tation nor pollute the streams as do 
herds of domesticated stocki 

To begin with, let us consider the 
present. county of Los Angeles. This 
county has large tracts of the most 
| excellent country for game purposes, 
tracts which are both in the national 
forests and which are not. Portions 
of the Sierra Madre mountairs, in the 
Angelus forest, together with lands 
running out into the desert, should 
be put into reserves for game. The 
larger the tract of land the better, but 
the srpallest should be no less than 
one township (23,000 acres.) It ts 
preferable, however, to have them 
larger than this, say three or four 
townships, where they are small there 
should be many more of them At any 
rate, they should not be so far apart 
that game would not pass from one 
to the other. The “alternate-townrhip” 
system is an excellent one in this re- 
spect, as it gives an almost immediate 
passage from one reserve to the next. 


IN THE MALIBU.

San Diego and Orange 
both have good mountain regions in 
the Cleveland forest that should be 
turned into reserves for game. 

One of these in San Diego its the 
Palomar Mountains, eastward to the 
desert; the other is the Laguna Moun- 
tains, eastward to the desert. Each 
would be ten or twelve miles long by 
the same in width. These would af- 
ford shelter for all kinds of game— 
deer, mountain sheep, quail, etc. 

Imperial county can «peak from 
experience, as her territory has wit- 
nessed the extinction of the antelope 
and burro deer, this latter being the 
largest and grandest deer of the West. 
Imperial has plenty of land which 
will make the best of reserves for 
desert and mountain forms. 

WHAT IT WOULD COST. 

The cost of establishing reserves 
and making definite their boundaries 
is a small one. The returns in a very 
few years will net a tenfold profit. 
When once established the State or 


nation, whichever establishes the re- 


serve, must protect the game thereon 
— must prevent unlewful shooting, 
punish violators and keep down the 
predatory animals. 

In conclusion we shall lay special] 
emphasis upon the necessity of act. 
ing at once upon the problem of 
game reserves and game conservation. 
Our large game especially is passing 
out of existence. It is of far too great 
value to be lost in the manner that it 
is now going. We cannot afford to 
lose it. One dollar spent now will go 
farther than the expenditure of $20 
five years hence. The status of our 
game shows it to be in a most critical 
state of affairs. Now is the time to 
act dnd act hard. The co-operation 
of the entire public is needed. A 
police force can do a great deal, but 
if the sentiment of the public is not 
behind them their efforts will ulti- 
mately fail. 

The refuges should include forest 
or desert lands or both. There are 
many large areas in California almost 
unfit for anything else that are ex- 
cellent regions for the purpose of 
game conservation. 

THE PRIVATE PATENTS. 

Where tracts of patented land lie 
owners may declare their holdings, or 
parts thereof, game reserves for a 
shorter or longer period of years. 
Any holder of land has this right—to 
deciare his holding a game reserve 
for a period of three to five years, etc., 
so long as such area is at least 160 
acres. 

An ideal system would be to have 
game reserves all over the State with 
each near enough to the next so that 
game could pass from one reserve to 
another. This is apt to be of the 
greatest necessity in the future to 
prevent the natural outcome of in- 
breeding which might result among 
isolated groups of birds or animals. 

The work of game conservation is 
a public matter, the purpose of which 
is to retain a good supply of game 
for every man or woman wishing to 
hunt the same. The public should for 
all time have access to those parts of 
the great national forest reserves not 
included in the game reserves. We 
should not allow our game to drift 
into the hands of a few, but keep it 
for the public in general. The public 
should take this work up and assist 
in every way possible. The fish and 
game protective associations stand at 
the head of the list. In addition to

up, as well as the Assemblymen and 
Congressmen. Private parties, espe- 
elally those holding land In the game 
regions, can be of the greatest help 
in thie work, both by setting examples 
of private game farms and by encour- 
aging the movements otherwise. 

This age stands for conservation, 
and our game is one of the great fac- 
tors of conservation. It is of great 
value to us all. We must protect 
it and retain it as a national sou 
of constant wealth. The Eastern 
States and the older countries of the 
world all protect their game. They 
have well-established systems of con- 
servation and, as time goes on, value 
their game more and more. 

We will do well to imitate them, but 
have the possibility of doing more than 
any of them. So let us be true sports- 
men enough, of the first order, to Im- 
prove our game conditions and benefit 
ourselves; to co-operate and pass on 
to the future generations those valu- 
able gifts which were passed to us, 
in order that those who come after us 
shall not be deprived of treasures 
though our neglect and carelessness.

As a matter of fact, the 1913 addi- 
tion to the Marathon adde much more 
than 100 per cent. to last year's 
capacity, and it will be 1914 before 
the maximum output ts reached even 
with present factlities, but provision 
for future growth is necessitated by 
the certainty of the continued in- 
crease in Marathon demand.

CHANGES MADE IN NEW 
RULES FOR FOOTBALL. 


Down the Field. 


‘All Players Should Wise Themselves Up to What They 
May Expect This Winter— No More Freak Goals Pos- 
sible—Arm and Hand May Now Be Uged in Coming 


BY OWEN 


HE changes in the 1912 football 
rules have made the great Ameri- 
can intercollegiate sport one of 
where brains will 
be held at a bonus. Straight foot- 
ball can be used and also the chance 
for more trick plays is offered. In 


more than ever. However, there is 
one point that we cannot get away 
from, and that is the fact that the 
team holdi the ball will be the one 
on the winning end of the score. 
The first change is in the field iazself, 
which has been altered from 330 feet 
in length to 300 feet from: goal line 
to goal line, but there is a ten-yard 
zone at each end of the field, behind 
the goal line. In this sone it will be 
possible to complete the forward 
pass and score a touchdown. This 
means that the man who is to receive 
the forward pass may be across the 
goal line, but will not be ruled out 
if he takes the ball inside the ten- 
yard line and scores. 
KICK-OFF CHANGED. 

The kick-off has also been changed, 
due to the shortening of the field. 
The games this year will be started 
by kicking off from a point sixty 
vards distant from the goal of the 
team receiving the kick. ~-This rule 
has been made to do away with the 
possibility of kicking the ball over 
the goal line, ag would be the case 
if it was on the fifty-yard line. 
New or substitute players may re- 
port to either the referee or the um- 
pire this year instead of just to the 
referee, as was the case last year. 
The size of the ball has also been 
defined this season. It must not be 
over twenty-eight and one-half inches 
on its long axis or under twenty- 
eight inches in circumference. On 
its short axis it may not be over 
twenty-three inches in cipcumference 
or under twenty-two and a half. The 
weight may not be more than fifteen 
ounces or undér fotirteertl ounces. 
The length of the intermissions be- 
tween the first and second periods 
and the third and fourth have been 
shottened from two to one minute 
each. Another change has been made 
in connection with this time rule. 
When a fair catch is made after time 
has expired the catch shall be al- 
lowed and the ball declared dead 
after the following play is completed. 

NO MORE FREAK GOALS. 
There are several changes under 
rule six, but of no very serious mo- 
ment. The opportunity to make a 
‘air catch is still further explained 
this year. The difficulty of last sea- 
gon in having a bounding ball score

@ punt or a forward pass may use 
their arms and hands to ward off: 
their opponents. The forward pass ' 
rule has been changed so that it ts 
now possible to throw the ball any | 
distance toward the opponents’ goal. | 
instead of within a twenty-yard | 


limit. 
THE VITAL CHANGE. 

Rule twenty-one carries the most 
vital change of the season. Here the 
team is allowed four downs to ad- | 
vance the ball ten yards, instead of | 
three as was the case last year. This | 
means that straight football! will have 
a chance and that heavy line-plung- | 
ing men will once more be tn style. | 

Rule twenty-five has been changed | 
so that only one man is allowed to! 
walk up and down on each side of | 
the field, instead of three as iast. 
year, and five as was the case for- | 
merliy. Rule twenty-seven does away | 
with the fleld judge, so the officials | 
will be the referee, umpire and line- | 
men. The dcing away with the. 
twenty-yard zone for the forward '

Searable and the knife was the last 
resort to regain his health. 

Expert diagnosis of his case proved 
that a bleod clot in the cerebellum, 
arising from a hemorrhage either 
from one of the arteries supplying the 
brain or from the sinews which lie 
contiguous to the brain, gave rise to 
the symptoms which caused his suf- 
fering, and was no doubt brought on 
by the constant irritation to this most 
delicate part of the human body. 

In speaking of this operation, Dr. 
Andrew Stewart Lobingier, 
known authority on all things surgt- 
cal in this city, had this to say: 

course Mr. Chance’s ultimate 
recovery’ depends largely on the size 
and situation of the biood clot befure 
removal, the injury by pressure to the 
brain substance and the length of 
time before an operation wes deter- 
mined upon. Injurtes in this region 
often result in very serious impatr- 
ment of the motor nerves, which gov- 
ern the muscles of the legs and arms, 
as well ae those which preside over 
the co-ordination of motements of the 
body so that the entire muscular sys- 
tem acts as a wu..it and without con- 
fusion of movement. 

“In alinost all instances of pressuré 
on the cerebellym, whether from 
blood «jots. cysts or tumors, the op- 
tic nerve of vision is likely to be sert- 
ously impaired and in many. instances 
the patient may become partially or 
wholly blind. The success therefore 
resulting from an operation on the 
brain would depend largely on the 
promptness with which the correct 
diagnosis would be made and the 
promptness and skill with which it ts 
performed. 

“Paralysis of the opposite side from 
the head injury is also to be pre- 
vented only by the early removal of 
the pressure on the brain.” 

This concise statement of this case 
by Dr. Lobingier gives one a clear 
idea of the danger of head injuries 
to ball players, who depend almost 
entirely on theix optic and motor 
nerves for the pursuit of thelr profes- 
gion, and as Frank Chance was partic- 
ularly fortunate in having Dr. Fro- 
lich, the eminent German specialist 
on operations of the head and bratn, 
to attend him, it is not unlikely tha‘ 
by the time this goes to press he will 
no doubt be well on the road to re- 
covery. 

However, it might be well just to 
easually caution the men who en-

go about it, you will find it to be quite 
a simple matter. 

Before buying the pattern have your

“Human, All-Too-Human,” following two 
years later, was the first direct voicing 
of Nietzsche's philosophy. All else had been 
mere skirmishing with ideas. Only in- 
directly and desultorily had his opinions 
been heretofore voiced. His analysis of 
history, his criticisms of ancient and modern 
thought, had actually pried away the super- 
ficial] manifestations of existence and given 
him that insight into the undercurrents of 
causation which was later to inspire him 
in his work. 
Nietzsche realized the necessity of de- 
stroying the universe before an understand- 
ing of it was possible. And so the two 
volumes of “Human, All-Too-Human” are 
almost entirely destructive. In this work 
we have Nietzsche the trail-blazer; the in- 
cendiary; the idol-smasher; the supreme 
pessimist; the devastater of the world. 
One by one, the doctrines and tenets 


strengthened by the accumulative accept- 
ance of centuries go down before his blud- 
geon. The universe of reality, piece by 
piece, is neutralized through his analyses. 
Every human transaction, every phase of 
human hope and aspiration, is reduced to 
negation. Nietzsche, at his birth as a 
thinker, presents himself as the arch nihil- 
ist. 


This ruthless clearing away of accepted 
values was necessary for the books which 
were to came. Already he had outlined in 
his mind the constructive works which 
were to come later, although in reading this 
first definite contribution to his philosophy 
one finds but little indication—and that 
little only obscurely hinted at—of that trans- 
valuation of values which was to follow 
the devaluation. 

We have no hint, in “Human, All-Tvo- 
Human,” of the doctrine of the super-man.
